CARE OF POULTRY DROPPINGS

Only Way to S8ave Nitrogen is to Get
Fresh Manure Into Soll Immaedi-
ately——Heats Rapidly.

(By 11. B, SPECK.)

Some yeirs ago Peruvian and other
guanos were largely used by farmers.
When pure these guanos conslsted of
the manyre of sea birds. In the raln-
luss reglons of the west coast of South
Ameriea vast numbers of sen birls go
to certain Ilslands to breed and roost.
As It seldom or never ralns there, the
manure dries rapidly. Mixed with It
are bodles of dead birds mnd fish, on
which the birds feed. This material
Is dug up and crushed Into a powder
and makes a fine fertillzer.

Some farmers had an idea that hen
manure is as valuable as this guano—
because both are bird menure. This
Is nmot so. The value of manure de
pends on what the animal eats. These
son birds live largely on fAsh-—-food
rich In nitrogen and phosphorie acld.
Naturally thelr manure s richer (han
that of heng fed largely on grain,

Evary one knows that ground Hab
r meat would prove a belter fertd
lizor than corn meal. The same dif-
[erence must be found In the manure
made from fesding them.

Apother difference Is found In the
(act that thy guano Is promptly dried
land has no cbance to hesut and ter
ment, thus driving off Its nitrogen. On
the other hand, “every one who keaps
poultry knows how quickly hen ma«
pure glves off ammoenia, for this s
plainly evident In the smell As hen
manure Is usually handled, probably
nulf its nitrogen is lost in this way

With other farm anlmeis the sollds

KEEPING SWINE HEALTHY IS
OF THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE

My GROMGE W. ANOWN, Ohlo.)

There in no theme upon the farn
that will so benefit the farmer as Lo
keep ihe quariers and surroundings
of the (arm in a sanitary and health-
ful condition where swine are kept.

Nowhere will an outbreak of chol-
efa become 8o disastrous ns upon the
farm where these nnimals are kept
with dirty, fithy surroundings, and
no care taken In the diginfection of
the nesting places and slop troughs
during the summer time.

Upon our farm we have never prac-
ticed the method of keeplng a herd
of swine in one place very long, and
never do we fatten out more than one
bunch of animals In the same fleld
in one year, preferring rather to shift
our operations about from place to
place,

We have no permanent guarters,
but rely upon ths service of the cot,
shown in the llustration.

These bunks can be whifted about
ensily upon runners, and many times
ench year are changed from one fleld
to another, or from one pen to an-
other, thusy we always have the ani
mals In fresh sleeping quarters, and
upon fresh forage., While the animals
are located upon A new range, we
break up the old range, cropping It
in some profitable farm erop, thus get
%ing the benefit of all excrement from
the animals, profiting In Iits enrich-
ment of the soll, and we ns wall
freshening and sweetening the soll
by cultivation.

Then swine ghould be supplied with
some shade aslde from a board shel
ter to ward off the heated rays of
the summer sum. There & nothing
for this purpose quite so nice a8
clumps of willows, catalpas or pop-
lars grown In some convenient loch-
tion in each fleld, preferably along the
fence row, In such manper that the
animals may have access to the cool

Many make & mistake In allowing.
thelr sawine to vun to the creek dor
Ing the summer for water. We have
such a place upon our farm, and we
might save much time In gotting wih-
ter to our awine many times I woe
allowed them to go to thin waler
course, but we are afrald of . Ine
dead In this field we never allow our
swine to roam, for we do not know
what farmer several miles above us
in another dietrict might bhave ohol-
ora or plagua, and our an g
posed by contamination in the water
flowing down stream.

We rather prefer to keep our ank
mals well away from this stresm of
water, and glve them pure water
from the well In disinfected troughs,
thus doing our part toward keeplog
down logs from cholern. A

We keep down the objectionable
and nauseating hog wallow upon our
farm and do not tolerate It In the
lenst. We know the swine anjoy It,
but we have lenrned to detest lis
abominable company, and by chang-
ing the animals about, nnd locating
new quarters frequently we keep this
mire of mud and Alth  abandoned,
With the adviancement nlong other
lines of farm operations, the ad-
vancement In this lne of L3
peals to us as very significant in keep-
Ing thewe animals In a sanitary and
healthful loeation at all times.

Lumber
Is cheaper than brick or stone, and
when you find that thera s some im-
provemant that you could make te the
advantage of the hen nnd coop, It will
ba w good deal cheaper remodeling
the wooden bullding

venr. You will find aslterations to
mnke lo spring and (all, so when wood
Is used In s construction It eam be
bullt In sections and bolted together.
In warm weather you cun uwse wire
frames In place of the board sections.
